However, Mrs. Bolton was very responsive to the 
following suggestions : 
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b. That it waa extremely important the 
United States have a really senior representa- 
tion for Independence Day in Ghana (now called 
The Gold Coast), March 6th. The Vice-President 
and the Secretary of State are presently being 
requested to make this representation . 

e. That the new Director of U5IA, Mr. Larson, 
should be impressed by Mrs. Bolton with the im- 
portance of a full-fledged USIA effort in Africa. 
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
